The “die hards” continued their 
opposition to the last, but the gov- 
ernment’s appeal for ratification, as 
summed up in a dramatic speech by 
Lord Birkenhead, carried the house 
of lords by storm, while Austen Cham- 
berlain defended the treaty in the 
house of commons. 

The Irish peace is now a fact, pro- 
vided the Dail Eireann ratifies the 


treaty also. | 
A Routine Job. | 


The ratification of the peace was a. 
routine job. There was no doubt | 
about Great Britain’s attitude from 
the moment that the first news in the 
small hours of the morning, announc- 
ing the signing of the treaty was 
fashed from 10 Downing street. To- | 
day's result was foreordained in spite 
of the Unionist “die hards” and W1-' 


sier's opposition to it. Today’s crushing

OF CANADA ASKED 


May Merge Into Bank 
of Montreal. 


Montreal, Que., Dec. 16.—Because an 
investigation has shown the reserve of 
the Merchants’ Bank of Canada to 
have been seriously impaired, its di- 
rectors will recommend acceptance of 
an offer of absorption by the Bank 
of Montreal, it was announced official- 
ly today after the Montreal Stock Ex- 
change had ordered trading in Mer- 
chants’ bank stock to cease. 

The combined capital stock of the 
banks would be $32,500,000, of which 
$22,000,000 is now the capital of the 
Bank of Montreal. 

The announcement came from Sir 
Montagu Allan,-president of the Mer- 
chants’ bank, in a letter addressed to 
the governing committee of the stock 
exchange requesting withdrawal of the 
bank’s stock from the list.

LANDLORDS BEWARE. 

President L. M. Smith of’ the Real Estate board 
tells the landlords that if they are considering new 
rent boosts for May they may also consider the 
probability of a legislative enactment putting them 
under state or city control. — 7 

Mr. Smith puts the prospect accurately when 
he says that the boosting landlord will bring the 
legislature into the situation again, and this time 
the legislature may remain in it. We do nct know 
that the property owners intend to go contrary 
to economic necessities and tendencies, but Mr. 
Smith must’ believe that a warning is. timely. 

Courts have sustained the use of police power 
to regulate rents for public good and to TIimit 
profits.
